The committee has more than 100 
members including representatives of 
farm groups, organized labor, business 
and manufacturing interests, the press 
(radio, television, and newspapers),

Buildings and equipment which would 
result from the adoption of Amendment 
5 have been requested for years by 
officials of API, who have felt that 
space and. facility limitation for re- 
search and instruction on Ag and Vet 
Hills is detrimental to the prosperity 
and welfare of the people of Alabama. 
Pictures and picture cutlines in this 
and the subsequent issue of the Alum- 
news will tell the story of congested 
conditions, temporary. and outmoded 
buildings, and inadequate equipment. 


Effects of congestion— 


Such conditions affect the research 
and instruction program at Auburn ad- 
versely. in several ways: 1, Competent 
scientists are as interested in adequate

. Plans for a county-by-county organ- 
ization of committees to support the 
adoption of Amendment 5 were formu- 
lated by the group. The State Commit- 
tee is now in the process of organizing 
county committees and of distributing 
informative materials about the amend- 
ment, its purpose, and what it would 
accomplish. 

The State Committee is asking each 
Auburn alumnus to get five people 
to vote for Amendment 5. It suggests 
living in Alabama. be 
Sure of five votes for the amendment 
by carrying a car load of voters to 
the polls on Dec. 17.

Space limitation prevents de- 
sired expansion of research programs 
such as the study of insect control and 
the effect of insecticides upon human 
and livestock health, the isolation and 
study of animal diseases (including 
those animal diseases to which man 
may be susceptible), the analysis of 
the effects of breeding upon the qual- 
itv of meat, and development of more 
efficient methods for increasing the 
quantity and quality of farm products. 
3. Inadequate facilities weaken the in- 
struction program and restrict the num- 
ber of potential scientists and veteri- 
narians that Auburn can produce.

In discussing the vital importance of 
passage of Amendment No. 5, Dr. E. 
V. Smith, Dean of the School of Agri- 
culture and Director of the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station System, said, 
“As much as passage of Amendment 


No. 5 will mean to Auburn, it will mean 
infinitely more to the farm people of 
Alabama and indeed to all of the peo=- 
ple of the state. To Auburn it will 
mean better and more modern labora= 
tories for research and teaching. To 
farm people, it will mean that Auburn 
will be able to provide more scientific 
research information which they can 
use in solving their problems. It will 
mean that Auburn will be in a better 
position to train future farm leaders, 
To city people, it will mean better in« 
formation concerning the care of flow< 
ers, shrubs, lawns, and the control of 
plant diseases and insect pests; it will 
mean better foods as farmers apply the 
results of research to the production 
and marketing of food crops and live< 
stock products.”

An overflow crowd of 41,000 fans 
jammed Atlanta’s Grant Field Oct. 19 
to watch Coach Ralph Jordan’s Auburn 
Tigers remain unbeaten and untied with 
a great display of defensive football.

Auburn beat Georgia Tech, 3-0, in a 
thrill-packed SEC gridiron battle. 
The winning boot came on the third 
play of the second quarter after the 


Tigers’ second unit had driven 48 yards 
in 11 plays for three .first downs. 
Quarterback Bryant Harvard hit Right- 
half Lamar Rawson with a key pass 
in the drive. 

Ends Jimmy Phillips and Jerry Wil- 
son had field days rushing the passer, 
iurning runners imside, performing 
deadly tackles, and recovering a fumble 
each. Phillips forced Quarterback Fred 
Braselton to fumble at Aubun’s 14 in

Auburn continued among the na- 
tion’s major grid machines before an 
overflow Homecoming crowd of 35,000, 
Nov. 2, as they whipped a tough Florida 
Gator eleven, 13-0. 

Fullback Billy Atkins blasted over 
from the two and added the extra point 
to give the Tigers a 7-0 lead in the 
second quarter. All-America candidate 
Jimmy Phillips added the clincher early 
in the third period as he grabbed a 
Lioyd Nix pass and broke loose on a 
63-yard touchdown run. Atkins failed 
to convert after this one. 

Phillips’ great display of end play 
earned him “Most Outstanding Auburn 
Player” voted by visiting writers and 
radiomen.. For this, he. received the 
Blue Key Award. Halfbacks Tommy 
Lorino and Bobby Hoppe also broke 
loose with some fine runs and Center 
Jackie Burkett, Guard Zeke Smith, and 
Tackle Cleve Wester were line stand- 
outs. 


Auburn versus Mississippi State 


Coach Ralph Jordan’s Auburn Tigers 
emerged successfully from _ their 
schedule’s severest test Nov. 9 before 
42,000 fans in Legion Field as they 
made a sensational second half come- 
back to beat Mississippi State, 15-7. 


The Plainsmen found themselves be- 
hind 7-0 at halftime on a beautifully 
executed 57-yard scoring pass from 
Quarterback Tom Miller to End Ned 
Brooks midway in the second period. 

However, the determined War Eagles 
took. the second half kick and drove 
76 yards in 11 plays to score, The 
running of Quarterback Lloyd Nix and 
Lefthalf Tommy Lorino sparked the 
drive with Fullback Billy Atkins scor- 
ing from the two. are converted to 
tie, 7-7.

Not long ago I was disturbed to read a newspaper report 
of a student’s speech which maintained that today’s college 
senior views his education. simply as a means toward “a — 
more security ... 

If there are students who seriously believe this, then it 
seems to me they have missed the main point of college—or 
indeed of being alive—and that we are in for trouble. 

The true liberal education has larger aims than just 
cramming its students with facts in order to teach them 
how to earn a living. First, it must help each student to find 
himself as an individual; then it must help to lose himself in 
interests, causes and ideas larger and more enduring than he. 

America has no need for a race of young people fitted to 
the same pattern, content to sit back and enjoy what has — 
been called “a prosperous conformity.” But our country will 
always have room for imaginative, reasonable and respon- _ 
sible men and women. And it desperately needs the in- 
formed and the truly creative among its young people. : 

I believe the teacher’s mission is to help every young 
person in his care grow into the broadest, deepest, most vital _ 
person possible. And in fulfilling himself, the student will, 
I am convinced, arrive at moments of heightened insight _ 
when he sees more clearly than ever before what the world - 
is about and how he can fit into it creatively and signifi-

Viewed this way, a college education suddenly takes on 
new meaning—and so do the staggering estimates of college 
enrollment. Instead of a frightening prospect of millions of 
young people solely concerned with a scramble for better 
jobs, we can look forward confidently to a challenging to- 
morrow when millions of young Americans turn to college 
because they want to realize their full capacity as human 
beings, to find major pleasure in learning, to live richly and — 
responsibly, and to do their part to help create a_ better 


world.

College Grad Ratio 
Is Low In Alabama 


In 1950, Alabama had only 60 per 
cent as many college graduates per 
thousand in its adult population as the 
average for the entire nation. Today, 
Alabama continues to rank 47th among 
the states in its number of college grad- 
uates and it is “not closing the gap” 
in that respect, according to Dr. David 
Mullins, executive vice president, API. 


“Some feel that the very security and 
defense of the nation is being threaten- 
ed by a shortage of engineers and other 
scientific personnel,” Dr. Mullins says. 
“For example, whereas in 1955 we grad- 
uated 23,000 engineers, Russia turned 
out 63,000.” 


“The level of support and the ad- 
equacy of higher education in this 
state are presently lagging so far be- 
hind that of the nation that it will 
likely require equal if not greater ef- 
fort in Alabama than in other states to 
provide upgrading and expansion of ed- 
ucational facilities.”
